COMANCHE HIGH WINS SECOND PLACE IN PLAY MEET 
SHOWS INTEREST IN SWEET MILK PLANT 


THINKS BIG COMPANIES 
MUST TURN TO TEXAS 
IN THE NEAR FUTURE 


W. J. Miller of Fort Worth traveling representative for the Car­ 
nation Milk Company in Comanche last Friday took oc­ 
casion to express his interest in the suggestion of the 
establishment of the milk plant at Comanche and gave 
us some interesting information on the possibility of a 
condensing plant and the reason he thinks the big con­ 
densing companies must turn to Texas in a short while. 


Mr. Miller made clear that he had 
no connection with the division that 
locates or maintains plants but was 
simply a part of the sales force but 
of course possesses some informa­ 
tion on the evaporated milk situa­ 
tion in the State. 
Mr. Miller stated that Texas was 
the largest per capita consumer of 
evaporated and condensed milk in 
the United States and he also stated 
that last year our state consumed 
half a million cases 
of 
Carnation 
Milk an increase of 40,000 over the 
previous year. 
He also stated that the Carnation 
Milk Company was now the biggest 
milk condensing institution 
in 
the 
world and as such were interested 
in condensing plants near the point 
of greatest consumption. 
In 
view 
of this fact it is his opinion 
that 
within the next few months his co­ 
mpany will likely seek to estabHsh 
a plant in Texas where their great­ 
est opportunity lies for sales. 
Th«* things h<* says that the Com­ 
pany is concerned with in consider­ 
ation of the establishment of a plant 
is first the character of feed pro­ 
duced in that section because this 
reflects directly upon th«> quality of 
milk which is an important thing to 
the packers who produces high qual­ 
ity. Another thing that ha^ much 
to do with location he states is the 
distance of competitive markets and 
ho feels that in this Colanche is fav- 
on d in as much as it is far enough 
from the City that the condensing 
company will not be forced to come 
in immediate competition with 
the 
retailers of whole milk such as the 
big City dairymen.
